First, TV twin-lead is usually not the best of feedlines, though I think 
the foam-core stuff is usually OK. As long as you've got a matchbox and 
reasonably low loss feedline, there's no particular need to worry about 
whether you have resonant lengths for the radiating elements. Choose two 
antenna supports that give you adequate length with a reasonable direction, 
string up that much wire, feed it in the middle, and off you go! 


At any rate, it doesn't make a lot of sense to make a resonant multi-band 
dipole (which will have an impedance between 50 and 100 ohms, depending on 
exactly how high it is off of what kind of ground) and then feed it with 
300 ohm twinlead; you'll have a high SWR on the twinlead (wouldn't matter 
if it were decent low-loss line, but never trust that TV stuff) and you'll 


be presenting some arbitrary random load to your transmitter except when 
the feedline is exactly a multiple of a half-wavelength. If you want to 
go the resonant route, twinlead is a reasonable material to make the 
antenna itself out of, but feed it with 50 ohm coax. 


If your feedpoint can be supported, then the wire itself needn't be very 
strong (unless you get ice storms like the one which took out my #24 phone 
wire antenna). If the antenna wire is going to support the entire weight 
of the wire plus the feedline, you may want to invest in some good strong 
copperweld.

I have found 
that, short of spending kilobucks, the way ro do it is to homebuild or 
kitbuild transverters, which I have never done. 


How does one use a 6 meter transverter that covers only 1 or 2 MHz all 
over a 4 MHz wide band? That is, how do I use the same transverter to 
work SSB or CW low in the band sometimes but at other times use it to 
work FM simplex and repeaters farther up the band? 


How hard is it to adjust the coverage of a transverter on the fly? Is 
it even possible?

I have about a dozen small 2" dia speakers by various mfrs. Power 
rating 0.2 watts to 3.0 watts. I also have a couple of speakers in 
cases. both commerical products. all sound like crap except for one 
in a case. quick take it apart and see what kind of speaker is in 

the case. is it paper cone, mylar cone ? etc etc. 


it only contained one additional part and when i moved this part to 
other speakers they also sounded much better. it was a 1 (one) ohm 
1/4 watt resistor in series with the speaker. 


can anyone give me an engineering reason why these little cheap 
speakers sound better with a small resistor in series ? I 

am driving the speaker with a LM380. It seems that sometime I 
heard that a small resistor in series and a parallel cap acted 
as a low pass filter ? anyway interesting if anyone else has 
had similiar experience. thanks de stan akOb
